The fundamental part of Religion is co- 
* naturalto, and as inherent in, an Intelli- 

ent Agent, as Reaſon it ſelf is; where- 

ore whoever of them lives without ſome 
ſenſe of his ſubjeRion to, or dependance 
upon his Maker, is a' moral Monſter ; 
( which is the greateſt prodigy in the 
whole World ) for an Oxe to know his 
Owner, and an Aſs his Maſter, and yet 
for a Man of higher ſenſes, and intel- 
leual faculties, framed on purpoſe to 
reflet on, grope- after, and un _— 
S 
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his own Conſtitution , Duty , and De- 
pendance ; to diſown or be ignorant of a 
© Deity, is an unaccountable thing in Mo- 
rality. 

Religion is ( in ſhort ) that thing 
which does diſtinguiſh a Man from a 
Brute. And Virtue or Piety is that which 
makes a Man appear to be an intelleual 
voluntary Agent, for nothing elſe can be 
ſuch ; to wit, a thing that can chuſe or 
refuſe good or bad ; and that .owns his 
bY depeance upon a Sovereign goodneſs : 
without whoſe Care, Conduct, and Au- 
thentication , he could _ neither have 
nor continue in a Being. Men and An- 
Egels are only ſuch a ſort of exiftency ; 
gand Virtue or Religion: belongs properly 
to no body elſe in Nacure, ſome ſhadows 
and umbrages there are of a ſeeming Re- 
ligion in inferior Entities, but. they can- 
not amount unto true Religion, becauſe 
they are only prompted by Inſtin&, or 
natural Laws, that oblige them to chuſe, 
or refuſe, what only 15 Decorous and 
ealthy, which are their ſumma bona, or 
chief good.

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M circumſtantiated out of all reach of Dan- 
ger, Pain, or Difturbance. 
Nt SothatHappineſs ariſes from the reflecti- 
} on of ourMinds upon paſt and preſent acti- 
1 ons, and rumination on the future. A good 
JF and a wiſe Man muſt needs be happy ( be 
he where he will ), but a wicked Man 
F (and a fool ) can't be truly fo, let the 
World {mile upon him never ſo much, for 
the Reaſons aforeſaid, that its no local 
thing, nor depends not (wholly) upon a- 
thing without us, but a Temper and Con- 
ſtitution of Mind, Religious and Virtuous 
Inclinations and Actions ; whence it ob- 
ſervably happens, that ſuch a man takes 
# more pleaſure and delight really in all chac 
he doth to, or ſuffers unjuſtly from other 
Folks, than they can do that receive his 
Benefactions, be they never fo indigent; 
or that infli&t Pain os Scorn upon him, be 
they never fo potent or malicious. 
appineſs being our Summun Bonum, or 
topping Attainment here as well as hereaf- 
ter. Rather than miſs of the main Chance, 
all forts of Mankind flatter themſelves with 
the Picture and Shadow of it, where they 
cant meet with the Subſtance, and ftriye 
to cheat themſelves with Wine or Women, 
Gaming, or counterfeit Friendſhip, and 
other Enjoyments (or Experiments in 
Conſort, for Felicity is not genuine, nor 
can ſubſift in Egoity or Selfiſhneſs) gy 
than 
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than indure the Fatigue and Miſery that 
ſenſe of Unhappineſs naturally produces. 
Happineſs is the Quinteſſence of all true 
and rational Pleaſure and Delice, its 
folv'd unanimouſly by almoſt all the Phi 


' loſophers in the World, that its better na® 


to be at all, than not to be happ 


more or leſs. So lies it within the reach" 


and compaſs of every individual, co 
ſiderate, intelligent Agent (of what Rank 
or Quality ſoever) to be happy, and at 
eaſe (if they be in a right and healthy te 
per and conſtitution ;) whence it follo 


that Heaven and Happineſs are not thing 


wholly ia Abeyance or future, but may 
and often do commence in this Life ; and 
differ not eſſentially (but gradually) from 
eternal Felicity, and as the Schoolment ſay, 
Quoad magis & minus, more or lels, as the 
Sun differs from the Stars ; and as the Sp

ther. But therefore doubtleſs was-he plant- 
ed here, that he might know and admire 
both the Workmantſhip and the Worker, 
The World is but a little elder than Man, 
and.it's a Queſtion whether it will laſt lon- 
er than Mankind ; for we may infalibl 
lieve, that before (or upon) its Diffolutz- 
on Mankind will be tranſlated from it. — 
But while we are embodied, it's our Buſi- 
neſs to know and practiſe ſo much of it, 
and of our Concerns within it, that we 
may (cum toto walde, which few do) be 
thorowly- prepared- and qualified to leave 
it fomewhat betterthan we found it. Our 
Pilgrimage or State of Probation and 
Tryal here, is only deſigned for an honou- 
rable Exit; or Departure out of it.

but by reſorting to an intelligent Agent, 
of infinite and tranſcendent Perteftions —. 
The peculiar Inftin& of human Nature, is 
to know that he hath a God ; upon the 
ſame ground that we diſown him, we muſt 
deny our ſelves, for: he's not preceptible 
materially, but intelleually. Ignorance of 
him, were not: culpable, nor to live with- 
out Senſe of him Criminal, if he were not 
knowable, nor to be found out; for - our 
Faith is founded upon natural Knowled 

for its impoſlible that we could ever gre 
credit to we know not who, nor what ; 
nor can there be any Obligation to that 
whereof we can't be ſenſible and intelt- 
gent; and in truth; we can ne're be at 
Hearts eaſe one honr in- the World, with 
out a Senſe of, and Regard to him, nor 
without that, is any ſublunary Obje& a 
vailable, adequat or fatisfa&tory ; m ſam 
Senſu; and - our very Faculties themſelves 
will ſhrivel up, and dwindle away, if not 
exerciſed on, and drawn out towards him; 
for to know him is Life eternal, in his 
Works as well as Appointments and Inſti: 
tutions. "This Argument every Man car 
ries in his own Breaſt, that his Mind was 
made to move towards, and to delight.in; 
and be converſant with him and his Work- 
manſhip in the World ; but all this is not 
much. to- purpoſe, without a. —_ 
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and Reconciliaton - to. him, from whom 
we have ſo deſperately apoſtacied ; this is 
our Injoyment of him in the World, which 
Fruition conſiſts not in Contemplation of, 
but in Motion and Action towards him 
whom we hold all under. 

Man diſcerns not that(Sprritzs intus alens) 
Original Author of his Being and Sub- 
fitence by any ſenſual Contract, but b 
the Virtues and Qualifications of his Mind, 
and we are not locally diſtant from him, 
while in the World, but by Diſaffe&tion 
and Diſloyalty. It's the laſt Form that 
makes and denominates any Creature what 
it properly 1s, as the Induction of a Ratio- 
nal Soul upon the Senſitive Faculties makes 
vs intelletual and moral Agents : So the 
Superinduction of Divine Graces makes 
Chriftians. It's in vain therefore to name 
or own him, and not to depart from Obli- 
quity and Vice. 

ow conſider of the World, what it 
truly is, and what uſe *tis off ro Men, and 
we ſhall find it generally miſtaken ; its an 
admirable Fabrick, and contrivance of in- 
finite Wiſdom and Power, erected and 
framed or an Inſtance of Divine Omni- 
potence and Wiſdom, that Man may re- 
ceive from it alt reaſonable Helps and Ad- 
vantages, in order to his Adoration and 
Service of hisSoveraign Lord and Proprie-

This often happens where willful 'Hu- 


mounr.and fond Imaginations are predomi- 
nant and ufurp (over Reaſon) the Go- 
wvemment of our intelle&ual Faculties, the 
$215-wmua, by whidh we are only to be-con- 
trouled. The wiſcſt Man of the World 
afltres us, that:the Spirit (or Reaſon) of 4 
Man, is the Candle of the Lord, that i, 
the Super-intendent Luminary or Dire&s 
ry. One of the Fathers hath very well ob 
erved that Opinionum Varietas, & Opinay 
tium Unitas ncn ſunt 'aoi-dle. The Variety 
of Opinions, and the Unity ofthe Opiniz- 
tors are mot inconfiſtent with good Wil 
and accord, although it generally hap 
otherwiſe ; that is, that difference in 
timents, begets a diſtance in AtfeRtion, 
which comes to paſs for want of good and 
Tational Conſideration of our own Conſt 
tutions ; for it is asnatural, and as neceſſs 
ry and behoofful tor the common Intereſt 
-of Mankind ; that their Conceptios 
ſhould be as various almoſt as'their Cour 
tenances, whereof you never are-to expett 
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to meet with any two cxadly alike in all,

Inmjuncti- 
on, To Rejoyce evermore ; and to count it all. 
joy when we fall into many tribulations, .to- 
wit, when we wittingly bring . them not: 
upon our own Heads, but they are the re+ 
ſults of other folks Contrivances, Things- 
that depend not upon us, haveno reaſon to- 
make violent Impieſſions in us, as Riches,, 

Friends, Honour, Beauty, Life, &c. Bur- 
as Epictetus. very well obſerves, All our 
Actions -are in our own power, as Opini- 
on, Deſire, Averſion, &c..

a Man that Solomon calls God's _ 
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him, by the Light whereof man is 
dliged by all Laws Divine and Hamane, 
t©condudt and ſteer hinwelf in all Cafes, 
But Opittion which abſtracted from Rea- 
fon, is but Humour or Fancy, which like 
an Jens fatuns will run a man into a thow- 
fand Bogs, and intoxicate him nnawares. 
In a wile man: Voluntas ſermper ſequitur wl- 
tmum ditt amen Intellettis, as the Schoolmen 
fay : but raſh and inconſiderate mens Wills 
run foremoſt, like to Cans feſtinans, as the 
Proverb expreſſes it, which czcos parit Catu- 
hs; that is, The Whelps of the heedleſs or 
over-haſty Dogs are therefore born blind.

And tho' this be Communzs eruditio, that is, 
vulgar Learning, yet is it as.hard to find a 
man of that Character, as it was in Sole 
a0n's days to find a virtuous Woman, to 
wit, not one of a thouſand. 

An humble man is tractable and docible, 
converſable and uſeful ; but a proud is Teh 
lurts inutile ponds ;, inſignificant and trow 
bleſom ; one that can't tell what he would 
be at ; a nothing to purpoſe.

But a proud 
and impatient Sinner grows of courſe fear 
leſs, deſperate, and haughtier, indocible, 
and troubleſom both to himſelf, and the 
whole Family of God.

our Author, that thus exerts himſelf to: his 
Son. Nullum numen abeſt f fit prudentia jurs, 
here ſeems very applicable. A man of Pa- 
tience or Humility -( which at this time of 
day is all one) is one that has the advan- 
tage of the whole World ; but a proud and 
impatient Fellow is not fit Company for a 
Tailor, or an honeſt Cobler. Let but any 
man obſerve the Temper of a man greatly 
proud and impatient, ( for he. that is one 
muſt be the other ) and he'l find that he 
neither ſteers an eafie Courſe to his own 
ſatisfaction, nor his Neighbours ; fo that 
the World may truly count him a burden 
to them, and have a good riddance of 
him, whenſoever he is departed : but a pa- 
tient humblzman is lamented and miſs 
Patience, I confeſs, is a hard Chapter 
to read in ſome Caſes ; as when one's ex- 
afperated and juſtly incenſed by his own 
Fleſh and Blood, eſpecially Dependantsand 
Inferiors, after perhaps he hath a long time

. ence, and gives us mighty Aſſurance 
our Applications unto, or Conyerſatic 
with both God ahd Man. 

' Note, that true Peace with God, a 
Diſcord with our Neighbours are incony 
tible, without Peace on Earth; and Ga 
will unto all Mankind ; I can't imagine 
ny Man can be truly at peace with G 
nor conſequently content in his Mi 
The former is an Argument rather of t 
latter ; he that is not Friends with his] 
ther, muſt needs be at Enmity with 
Maker ; but 1 Cor. 6. St. Pauls Leſlonhi 
[need of ſome Diſtinction to hold water| 
every general Rule has ſomeExceptions 
that it's more adviſeable to be defraut 
than to go to Law. 
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A peaceable and a wiſe man his Chara- 
F er is, To hear all, to edifie by moſt, to 
refle& upon none, to determine nothing, 
nor be moved ( except what we do our 
ſelves) at any thing. Fam. 3. The fruits 
of Righteouſneſs are ſown in peace, by all (that 
care for it.) It's an old and authentick 

Apothegm, 


Pacem te poſcimus ones | 
Pax animi | quam cura fugit. 
Content and Peace are Correlatives ; fo 
that no body can be contented, that is not 
at quiet, and every body covets ( or pre- 
JF tends ) to be at peace ; and whoever 1s at 
reſt and quict in his own mind, (upon 
1 good grounds ) is indiſputably contented 
and fatisfy'd, for he can't deviſe what fur- 
ther he rationally ought to deſire, or have 

a mind to. 
 Diſquiet, Hurliburlies, and Diſcord, are 
T-the very Stings in humane Nature, and no 
body were or would be able to endure 
them, but in purſuance of Peace, Reſt, and 
ſubſequent Harmony. 

Peace and Content (which are ſynony- 
mous ) are truly Hieroglyphicks of eter- 
nal Happineſs, and in the opinion of a Ju- 
riſprudent, are bona fide Heaven in Effgie, 
becauſe they include Love, Joy, and Saril- 
faction to the brim. All which Ingredi- 
ents do compound the Quinteſlence of this 
Creation, and as far as we can yet appre- 
hend, 
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hend, are the greateſt Ingredients of the 
glorified State which is approaching : for 
we well know, that Veracity it ſelf has a 
ſured us, that a wicked man can have no 
Peace-or true Content at all, let him fay 
or do what he will. This topping Attain 
ment, as all other contdrectls Felicities, 
are founded in true Virtue and Religion, 
.and is, as the Logicians ſay, Proprium quar- 
to modo, that is, Convenit omni pacifico ſoli & 
ſemper : only, and ever, and to every ſuch 
a perſon *tis an inſeparable Incident, or Ef 
ſential, as 'tis virtuous or religious, and to 
none other in the World ; but always to al 
ſuch, and only to fuch doth true Felicity 
appertain. 

Grace and Peace was the Apoſtolica 
Benediction ; that is, in other terms, God 
lineſs and Content ; they are inſeperabk 
Adjundcts, ſo that he that.is deſtitute of 4 
ther, wants both : Beati pacifici, ſaid ou 
blefled Saviour in his firſt Sermon that er 
he preach'd. This is not only a wiſe man 
Rev. but Coll. to allude to Facob and Eſas' 
Complements : when Faccb would have 
made his Brother Eſa« a Preſent, he re 
ply'd he had enough, Rav. when Eſa 
would have preſented Facob, he reply'd,ts 
had enough too, that is Cel]. or All ; ſos 
this Grace and Peace the Summurn totak, 
the whole Matter, or all in all. It ws 
allo a remarkable Valedi&ory of the Pre 
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mitive Chriſtians, Peace be with you, Foy in 
ferufalem, and Peace unto Sion ; for Joy isa 
natural iſſue of Peace to all Mankind : 
whoever is ſatisfied, or really contented, 
and at caſe, muſt of neceflity be chearful 
and pleaſed. 

A wiſe man takes no inordinate care for 
future ſupplyes of Subſiftance or Accom- 
modation,but an ordinate,De 4;ein diem on- 
ly; day by day his Bread for all his anxiety, 
can't make him one cubit the taller : if di- 
vine Providence tells the very” hairs of his 
Head, much more doth it eaſe him of the 
carking thoughts of Events and Effets,that 
lye buried in the Cauſes in an higher hand, 
where they are ſecurely lodged. Our Con- 
cerns ought to be for preſent Circumſtan- 
ces only, and that for Neceflities, and not 
Superfluities of Life, but to ſecure our main 
Chance in Heaven, and all the reſt will be 
caſt into the Bargain ; for he in whoſe 
hands are referv'd the Iues of Life and 
Death, rakes the preſent care of us alſo, 
and if we ſeek principally our proper and 
te Happineſs, in our alliance to him, he 
will be be to ſee us want for nothing that's 
fie for ns, of which he is the moſt compe- 
tent Judge : for Piety has the Promiſes 
both of this World and of the next ; and on 
this Conſideration dwells the beſt Method 
of our preſent Peace and Contentment, as 

ll as of our future —

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Time and Chance ( or Providence re |, 
ther )-happening to all, and all our cark 
ing Cares and inordinate Contrivances be f,, 
ing utterly unavailable, to ſuperadd wha I;

peace with all. ,

JF To conceal, counterfeit, and reſtrain a

We over others. It's mighty remarka- 
, that Words do more uſually prove 
— eater provocatives than Actions, becauſe 
St ſurprizal by them, and time taken of 
liberation on them , is more ſudden, 
Wherefore a Turiſprudent binds his Tongue 
19S much as his Hands to its good Behavi- 
"Sar ; tho' ( weſay ) Aftions ſpeak louder 
Fn Words, and we ſay true ; asto many 
poſes they notoriouſly intimate the Diſ- 
Micence of the Aggreſſor. But yet if you 
miferve it, Words make a greater noiſe 
oF horliburly, and are the Prodromi or 
Cuilhibingers of a fucceeding Boutefeaw or 
ularrel, and are more provocative in [eſt 
64 jo, that is, where not accompany'd 
1Pith 2 Battery, than Blows without Words, 
Kanecially of Indignation ; for that is Ar- 
r with a vengeance, which is utterly Ju- 
" Efimprudential, and unwarrantable , out

"Uh Hatred is the utmoſt degree of Anger 
"ad Malice, and belongs to none but 1- 
mal Fiends and Devils, as to a perſonal 
"Dhje &. . F.3 A.. 
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A Furiſprudent hates nothing but Sin and 
Obliquiry, Vice and Enormity, and no 
the Perſons either of the Plaintiffs or Ds 
tendants. 

A Tort or Wrong is only odious in i 
{zlf, and not the Malefator. Qur etern 
Soveraign hates none of his Creatures, ne 
is diſpleaſed with any thing in the Work 
but a violation of his own indiſputabl 
Sanctions. When man doth voluntarl 
conſent to Obliquity or Vice, which h 
knows he has full power to chooſe or r 
fuſe, all the Reaſon imaginable therei 
for his Protetor and Coadjutor, as well 
Creator and Conſervator, to take it ve 
ll, and be highly diſguſted, and to he 
him to be an Hetroclite, till he has ſincen 
ly revoked and renounced it. Where 
much leſs Reafon hath any mortal man 
be wrath with, or hate any of his fell 
infallible Creatures, eſpecially if they 
not affront the Original of their Being 
and that dire&tly, and not by Implicatic 
becauſe himſelt by Surprizal, or Inadw: 
tency, often ( and perhaps ſometimes a 
of Malice prep2nſc ) does diſoblige, x 
voke, and affront others, and is ſenſit 
arte poſt, (afterwards) ofhis Fallibility 

iſcarriage. Solomon declares, Anger 1 
in Fools boſoms : there's no room for fo1 
clean Fowl to rooſt in the Breaſt of a 
nuine Furiſprudent, that underitands I 
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nd df Beſides, it's common Policy, and a 


man's own Intereſt, to inhibit Anger, and 
to paſs by a provocation to Wrath ; for he 
commonly, if not conſtantly, ſuffers the 


n ig greateſt Injury by it, in the diſcompoſure 
tall of his Mind, and confuſion of . his Facul- 


od ties, and pain and perplexity of his Intel- 
k&uals ; and there's nothing in Nature big 
J nough or worthy to put a wiſe man out of 


4 order for an hour. 


To diſſemble a violent Paſſion of this 
Jfort, may b2 expedient, and often adviſe- 
gable on ſome Occaſions ; but actually to 
exert it, very imprudent, unprofitable, and 
ry at beſt injurious, (if not on both ſides) on 
one. So we read.,as I ſaid before, that once 


xXx our Lord and Saviour looked about him on 
fog the unbelieving Jews with Indignation; but: 


if ever we found him to exert this Paſſton,it 
was upon their defecration of the Temple, 

when he whipt them out, and over-turn'd 
ing} the Money-mongers Tables, where the 
lt Honour of our heavenly Father was more 
al diretly at ſtake. Not but that we hold it 
J poſſible ( but not ſo probable ) for a man 
to be angry, and not be a Delinquent, or 
peccant in fo being ; becauſe the great 
Gentile Apoſtle caurionerh us, that we fin 
hot when we become angry : but we con-. 
ol ceive with ſubmiſſion to better Judgments, 
that chat Paſſion having more appearance 
a of evil Conſequences and Effects 1n it, than

perhaps any one of aHl the other have, that 
we are in prudence obliged to inhibit and 
reſtrain as often as is poſſible, the Influencs

Love is the Loadſtone of reciprocal Love; 
we can hardly chuſe but love him, that 
firſt loves us ; but that degree of Love that 
makes true Friendſhip, has ſo many Ingre 
dients requiſite to make it right, that its v& 
ry rare to ftind a real Friend among a mil 
lion of good Chriſtians now a days ; felf 
Intereſt and Jealouſfie is fo prevalent and 
Epidemical, though in good earneſt, it's 
the trueft and mots warrantable Selt-Love 


in. the World, to loye our Brother as our 
felves, which is a mighty Indication of 
our Love to God, and to our felves (in the 
beſt Senſe) 4 Ecele/. 9. Solowon affures us, 
that two are better than one, plus wident 


Oculi, quam Oculis. Two Eyes diſcern 
better than one and a By-ſtander, ſees (of 
ten) more than a Gamiter, and a Man 
being commonly the worſt Judge in his 
own Caſe, hence it follows, that a Friend 
is moſt Neceſfary in point of Councel and 
Direction, and in point of Regulation of 
Paſſions ; for with the Frenzy of Anger 
and Vexation, or the Ague of Hopes or 
Fears, or the Feyor of Love, or the Cor 
ſumption of Envy ; a Mind (when he's a- 
lone) .is ſeldom undiſtemper'd ; the ſocia- 
ble friendly Life, is alſo beneficial for our 
Afliſtance in our Labours, which are pro- 
moted thereby with greater Safety, Chear- 
fulneſs and Succeſs, 27 Prov. As ay 

chear 
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chear the Heart, ſo doth the Sweetnefs of 
a Friend ; for as a learned Bifhop well ob- 
ſerves, the Communion of Saints, is (next 
to the Favour of God, and the Comforts 
of a good Conlicience) the greateſt Privi- 
ledge and Happineſs we can injoy on this 
ſide Heaven. And that conjugal Relation 
of Man and Wife (for which, all other 
Relations are to be quitted) is only valua- 
ble upon this account, as they are Friends, 
and without this, they are but empty 
Names, as Biſhop #lkins well obſerves ; 
who reckons four principal Qualifications 
of true Friendſhip.

It's the Nerves and Sinues of Humane 
Converſation, infomuch that you find na 
Body without a pretended Friend ; but 
one that is a Frigat of the firſt Rate in 
Friendſhip, is rarely to. be mct m"_ 
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However, herein I appeal to all Mankind, 
the very Bruits have among themſelves a 
conſiderable Semblance of true Friendſhip, 
Sevns inter ſe Convenit Urſws, the very 
Bares and Bores.have a League of Amit 
between themſelves, and therefore it 
would be miraculous (to purpoſe) if moral 
and intelle&ual Agents ſhould not inter ſe 
comvenire in aliquo tertio, as the Schoolmen 
ſay, that is, have a Confederacy of Friend- 
ſp with a third Party at leaſt. 

True Friendſhip is the very Vitals and 
Radicality of Commerce and Correſpon- 
dence ; ſo that there can be no Dealings 
amonft Men without a violent Preſumpti- 
on (which our Law calls a halt-proof ) of 
it every where ; but for a Man to dare to 
facrifice both Life and Limb for another, is 
not (now a days) to be found, perhaps 
out of Utopia.

Such as are 
ſunk into Senſe, and hate to (or delight 
not in the) exerciſe of their Homogeneal 
and intelleqnal Faculties, but center in 
themſelves and their own Humours;

love God and your Neighbour, and eſpe- 
cially your Friend, your (next) Self.

telletual Agents. Aude aliquid brevibms 
Gyaris & carcere Dignum ; fi vis efſe aliquid. 
Says an ambitious and a valiant Boanerges. 
If you to be Great, would not fail, 
Dare to do what deſerves a Gaol. 
Others, for the Advantage of Divine Spe- 
culation , and Intelletual Accompliſhe 
ments, chuſe to devote themſelves unto an 
Anchoretick Life, and frequently prove 
thereby eximious. Unto ſome Latitudinari- 
an Tempers ; ſuch Reſtraints and Receſles 
often prove Antidotes and Reſtoratives. 
A wel compoſed Mind is free and eaſie 
under the cloſeſt Confinement, and ma 
lay bona Fide, with Scipio (of old) that 
Nunquam minits folus, quam cum ſolts. 
He never can be leſs alone, 
Than then,when there is with him none. 
Hence .did that ſage Philoſopher Pytha- 
oras make a voluntary Receſs into a Cave, 
tor a whole year round, and Scipio Afica- 
ms, and many others, withdrew from the 
greateſt of publick Afﬀairs. And Pinnacles of 
of Honour, and indeed he muſt be pro-

ment for any conſiderable time can't wean 
and difingage. 

Solitude and Durance will not appear 
to us in 10 uncouth and ſtrange a Poſture, 
it we do but duly conſider, how naturally 
our Maker inures us to it, and is agreeable 
with it from firſt to laſt, for we can't 
come into Being but (per Limbum uterinum) 
by being ſtrain'd through the Lymbeck or 

rates of our Mothers Womb, after torty 
Weeks Solitude and Impriſonment, and a 
great while longer by the Law of Nature 
('tis as natural for to dye as to be born) 
muſt we lye incarcerated cloſe Priſonersin 
the World's Womb (the Grave) before 
we come to our ſelves, and obtain the Li- 
berty of the Sons of God, and confined are 
we all the while, that our Souls are embo- 
died and ſubjugated to their numerical 
Meaſures, Humours and Inclinations; 
yea, are we not habituated daily to a 
thouſand Ceremonies and Cuſtoms in tor: 
mal and impertinent Addreſſes, Euphonie 
Gratia, more for Faſhion-ſake than the rex 
ſon of the things ? Are not theſe. all moral 
Captivities and Confinements ? Are not 
Honours golden, and Trades and Buſt 
neſs iron Fetters or Manacles of Reſtraint, 
and political, and O:conomical Feuds, and 
factions, Silver Chains or Shackles to conſr 
derable Intereſts, when probably oft times,

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no better Expedient can be found to extri- 
cate us, than a Counter, or a Fleet. Moſt 
appoſite andEmphatical therefore LIremem- 
ber - that Wiſh of excellent Abrabam Cow- 
h, 1. 
' Let gay & toilſom greatneſs others pleaſe, 
Give me the homely Littleneſs of Eale. 
If there be any one I'm bound to hate, 
Dependanceand Attendance be their fate ; 
Still let them buſie be, and in a Crowd, 
Both very much a Slave, and very proud : 
FIl only ſafe from danger chooſe to dwell, 
In a ſmall Room, but a convenient Cell. 
And what a Paradox is it, for a Man to 
love himſelf above all Mankind, and yet 
not love to = himſelf Company, ſo well 
as op body elſe in the World. Doubtleſs 
to a thinking and a literate Man, the beſt 
and pleaſanteſt condition of Life is to dwell 
Incognito ; for ſuch as contra (and engage 
into) numerous Acquaintances, open the 
Doors to the Invaders of the beſt ( if not 
moſt ) of their precious Time : for Amicz 
temporss Fures, Vifitants are Time-ſtealers ; 
Cujus (olins eſt honeſta Avaritia, Whereof 
only ( as a celebrated ancient Philoſopher 
lays) Covetouſheſs is warrantable. Where- 
as one in Solitude or Receſs, being but a 
— and unconcerned Perſon, ( for 
otus mundus agit Hiſtrioniam, as one laid 
well ) has the Advantage of others, and 
diſcerns better than the Gamelſters, wat 
ener 
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ther the Dog bites. the Bear; or the Bear 
bites the Dog. 

Numerous and great are the Preroga- 
tives of Receſs and Solitude, ( which are 
not to be met withal abroad ) four of the 


pre whereof are, 'To be Soveraign of 


is own Time, his own Company, his own 
Buſinefs, and to be out of Harms way : 
And accordingly we find theſe four are 
the ſecureft and innocenteſt Jun&ares of 
our Lives: 1. The Womb. 2. The Cra- 
dle, or Swathling-bands. 3. The School. 
4. Oar Apprenticeſhips, or Minorities ; 
and who can be more ſafe, or ferious, or 
ſecret, than in a Cloter, a Library, a Shop, 
or a Grotto, or ( it not a Criminal ) ina 
Priſon. 

Whither tends the ukimate Ambition of 
the moſt induftrious and indefatigable 
wealthy Citizen , after many years Fa: 
tigues and Toyls, in the ſweat of their 
Brows and Brains , with hazard of Life 
and Limb, but to purchaſe a quiet, tho 
ſhort Receſs, ( at the fag end of their Pi 
grimage ) in fome obſcure corner in the 
Countrey, out of the Noife, and Crowd, 
and Hurliburly,. of the unthinking and er- 
vious Mobile, before they expect their Quie- 
ts eſt 1n the Grave. 

It's the matter or merit ( not the marr 
ner ) of any Confinement, that makes it 
uncaſie to a wife man, as when occaſion'd 
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by either . malicious: Contrivance, or mi- 
ſtake :of the merits of the Cauſe, 'or de- 
fgn'd Py the Fraud and Treac of pre- 
tended Friends, &c. 'To make a Virtue of 
fuch Neceflity, is a wiſe man's Province ; 
and torejoyce { and not be dejected ) un- 
der ſuch fiery Tryals, as generouſly as if it 
had: been che matter of -his own Choice, 
and:no Coertion put upon him. 
Bom agere, & Malum pati, isnot only 
ium, but Chriftianum and Furiſprudentum. 
Obſervable alſo *tis that generally moſt 
mens Diſaſters 'happen to proceed from 
ſuch, co whom he has /been moſt benefi- 
eat. : A wiſe man hath leſs cauſe to be 
coacern'd ' at ſuch unwarrantable Ulages, 
(by half )'than at his own Inadvertencies, 
Obliquities and Failings, in over-acting 
(as:fome do, or under-atting, as moſt do) 
their _ of Benevolence unto any. part of 
Mankind. Nor is my Miſchief 'or hard 
Uſage from others, any warrant for me to 
retaliate, miſuſe, or oppreſsmy Oppreſlfors: 
Lex Talions in this ſence is long ſince anti- 
quated ; and rather render good tor ill Uſfa- 
ges of any ſort, at leaſt be unconcerned 
with your worlt Malefactors, it. 
If a Sparrow flyes not this or that way, 
without a particular Providence, doubtleſs 
no ſincere ( tho' ne*r ſo weak ) Chriſtian, 
can be ſuppoſed to ſuffer a Secluſion from 
his Countrey, Kindred, or Family, and 
Friends, 
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Friends, without a remarkable Finger from 
Heaven, pointing out his folitary.Manſfion; 
and- therefore muſt that needs be his beſt 
Place and Poſture, both: in reference to | 
this World and the next : and he ought to || 
take it for granted, as a fundamental Ve | 
racity, That whatſoever happens in the re- |:

thergof. The ſpeculative Letchery of a

" body about him. A TFuriſpradent of 
for its well known, who affured us, that 
Riches conſiſted not in abundance, with- 
out a Heart to make a proper uſe of it, 
which moſt overgrown Wealthiſts want. 

The true Rich- Man, is he that'hath e- 
nough to bound his Appetites and to ſpare, 
that's a great Soul; ws poi Furforudent. 
It's Dittdence and 'Diftruſt,” and it's a pu- 
fillanimous Soul that's Hidebound, Penuri- 
ous and Covetous; for its Con-tranatural 
and Tgnoble, Sordid, and unworthy of ſo 
Magnanimous a Creature as Man oh Ori- 
gine) was made, and its obſervable, that 
the 'Remains' of a Covetous Man feldom 
or never proſper in their Succeflions ; wix 
gaudet tertins me ſcarce the third Gene- 
ration enjoy them ; but (vice verſa) the 
contrary is as remarkable of a Liberal 
Man's, becauſe the former is groſe Impie- 
ty,” and the latter true-Piety ; whereunto 
are annexed the Promiſes and Benefactions 
as well of this World as the next. 

A Liberal Man (Solomon tells us) will be 
Fat, 'the other contrariwiſe, Lean as a 
Rake ; or (as the-Cheſhire-Proverb is) a 
be ſuckr' bit Dam thruugh an Hurdle. He 
dotes 'on; and pants after the Duſt of the 
Earth upon the. Head of the Poor, and is 
Solomons great Fool,” and: the moſt egregi» 
ous Slaye.in the World ; the-Ground- -of 
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what-Degree or Foxtune foever he be, hath, 
2 Surplus for Eiberality, both as Hoſpita 
ble and Charitable (like. the-genergus Wi- 
dow .in the Goſpel) if he Fath but (ons 
Mite) nr thing at all, he!! have ſome- 
thing to ſpare. Yet is our Furiprudent a 
thrifty Man, andby generoutly. caſting his 
Bread upon the Waters, finds. it turn to-a: 
better Account that the! miſerable Cove- 
tous Mans Opus & Uſus ; who though res 
dicul'd by every body, but fuch as are as 
ſordid as himfaf; yet hugs himfelf in his 
Hoards like a Hog in a Ditch, as: Horace 
lively portrays and. deſcribs him.

'The Rich Poor Man's ems 
phaticMly poor, as eximious Coley tells us 
of the Mrſer ; ons thing only is avarice 
allowable in, /. of Time. Solas Temepors 
boweſta avaritia, ſaid the; old Furifprudent 
Philoſophers. Coyetoufneks is not more 
, table 
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table of any thing, but only Time. The 
unjuſt Steward's Servant in the Goſpel was 
applauded for making himſelf Friends of 
the Mammoa of Unrigktcoutnes, by a 
generous At (though Knaviſh) in bubli 
and cheating his ſters Creditor, a 
liberally handling his Debtors. 

A Covetous Man can be good for no- 
thing, I'm poſitively of that Opinion, be- 
w_ the Love of thoſe his lietle Idols, is * 
refolvy'd by that great Gamaliel (and com- 
petent Judge) St. Paw/, to be the Root of all 
forts of Evil. He is rude and uncivil to 
himſelf, in not affording neceſlary Sup- 
plies, for ſupporting his natural Content- 
ment, and cruel and tyrannical to his bet- 
ter Part (if he have e're a one) his Soul b 
diſtorting and perplexing and debaſing u 
Night and Day in fordid Anxieties, and 
unaccountable Drudgeries, and to all his 
Neighbours and Converſants in the World 
Uneaſie, Fraudulent, and Unfociable, and 
Unintelligible, and worſe. And remarka- 
ble (I take it to be) that ſplendid Inſtance 
and Prefident of Mary Magdalen, in be 
{towing a conſiderable ſum of moſt prect 
ous Oyntment to waſh our Saviours Feet 
withal ; which nobody bat covetous Fadas 
(the Bag-bearer)grudged, and would have 
pretended himſelf ro have been ſo Chart 
table or Liberal, as to have wiſht it had 
been (ad Valcrem) to the Value rather gi- 
ven 
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ven to the Poor. /. The Caſh-keeper that 
was ſo bloodily Covetous, as for thirty 
(Shillings) or Pieces of Silver, to betray 
his Lord and Maſter. A ftingy narrow 
Soul can't be a Furiſprudent to all Effects 
and Purpoſes (if to any at all) for a Libe- 
ral Man conſiders of the Univerſe, and 
and diſpences accordingly, quoad hunc & 
2uxc,. a5 tO time and Perſon properly ; but 
the other minds no body but himſelf, and 
in good earneſt, therefore is moſt his own 


Enemy, though a common Enemy too to + 


the World about him. That a-Man, who-is 
Deputy. Lieutenant of the whole World, 
ſhould -not act like a Prince within his Ter- 
Fitories, is a thing to he counted more a 
Matter of Prodigy. than Proof. That 
Soul that confines it ſelf to.it ſelf, and 
loves not to dilate, is the greateſt Hetero: 
clite (in rerum Natura) (in the viſible 
World) ani ſuch is he that is profoundly 
Covetous ; for a Man that's never ſo Co 
vetous, is on ſome occaſions liberally at- 
feted ;_ to. wit, towards himſelf, but re: 
gards. not the celt of the Family of God, 
and is therefore a ſpurious and degenerate 
Monſter amongſt Mankind, and not wor: 
thy to be owned by them as a rational or 
jncelleftual Agent, but an Excreſence of 
Humanity, or a Creature, not a Kin tg.

And the divine Philoſopher Seneca ſeem'd 
to be much of that Mind, when he faith, 
that, Pompa Mort mags terret quam mons 
ipſa, that the. Circumſtances of our Depar- 
ture, are. more -frightful than Death-it far : 
and Dr. Brown wonders any wiſe Man was 


. afraid of it ; he profeſſes himſelf to be ra- 


ther aſham'd to ſee ſo ſudden and conſide- 
rable a Change made in a Carcaſs: it's as 
natural ta die as ta be born, faith Sir Fre, 
Bacon, and therefore ought not to be fo 
dreadful. So that a Furiſprudent being well 
apprized of the Law of Mortality, ſo-lives, 
that he's neither afraid nor aſham'd to dig, 
when. 
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whenſoever his great Soveraign, that put 
_ inco Being, thinks fit' to recal him out 
of it. 

It's true that Life is a mighty Blefling, 
and a living Dog is better than a dead Li- 
on; but in compariſon with the Endsof 
Lite, and Conſequences of Death, it's not 
worth the talking of.

Eſpecially believing, that a better Life, and

Life-indeed is.all in all, (when all's ſaid) 
but-to' exchange''a worle' for a better Life, 
&s more than 'all that can be faid, e contra, 
againft it.” T's better notto be, ,than to be 
miſerable-all agree ; but if we are morally 
certain of an eternal Life, he muſt needs 
be ( non'Compos ments ) out of his Wits, 
that isloth to die. As Death'is. an extity 
puiſhment 'of all otir Faculties, *and a” di- 
yorce of Soul and Body; indeed it's formi- 
dable ; bur if we as Furifprilents look on't 
but-as an Emancipation, or Gaol-delivery, 
and as a future State, to which -( ab initio) 
at firſt we were framed, it is rather what 
we ſhould long for and-covet, "than be ſhy 
of, or dread. A Furifprudent argues thus ; 


If I am here but by the By ; 

If it's impoſhble (long) Death to fly ; 

If Life eternal be to me hard by ; [ why; 
If no man can 'gainſt it ſhew good Caule 
Within a little while I. muſt needs dye :- 
To betranſlated hence, wherefore ſhou'dl

If Solomon and Paw approved beſt - -- 
Of Diſlplytion, why ſhould not the - :

No Prince or Furiſprudent ever dies. 

Seneca faid very true, that 

Non eſt vrvere, ſed walere wita. 

He that's in pain, and no health hath, 
His Lite may properly be called Death. 
The Life that now is ( as much as we 
make of our ſelves ) is not a thing worth 
the taking up, were it not in purſuance of, 
and in order to ſomething better, as the 

vulgar Note well obſerves : 

Can Lite be a Blefling, 
And worth the poſleſling, 
If Love were away ? O no, &. 

The Practice of which principal part of 

Piety, or Furiſprudence, upon this Stage of 

Philanthropy, and the Full fruition of the 

beatiftick Viſion, whois defined to be Love 

in the Abſtract, is that which is our main 

Buſineſs here, and which only makes Life 

conſiderable, and Death not ſo dreadful 

as deſirable. 

The very heathen Philoſophers , - that 
had not ſo clear a Proſpect of the future 
State, made no: Bones ( as we ſay Prover- 
bially ) of it, as Sir Fra. Bacon in his learn- 
ed Eſſays gives us many Inſtances : Fear 
induced ſome to court it ; Love and Frientl- 
ſhip others; others in Complements -and 

enerous Bravado's, as Auguſtus Ceſor:patt- 
ing with his Wite Zzvia, at his — 
takes 
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takes his leave of her and the World toge. 
ther, thus : | 
( Livia:) memor ſis noſtri Conjugit,orue,oaleg; 
That is to ſay, 
Remember ( Lyvis ) our things Conjugal, 
Live and proſper, fare thee well. 

It's the Conſequences of it are ſo formi- 
dable and aſtoniſhing , .and not it elf, 
which is nothing but a deprivation of 
ſomething, which is as natural and as ne- 
ceſlary for us to part with as to enjoy. 
Whoever leads a Fucik rudent Life, need 
never dread never ſo ſudden Death. It's 
for Fools (and guilty Knaves ) to be a- 
fraid of their own Shadows, and not for 
men of Temper and Diſcretion. Lite is 
here a thing only conſiderable in order to 
ſomewhat r and future ; Death is (if 
rightly conſider'd on ) at beſt but a tranſi- 
tion to another State ( not Place ) if ap- 
plied to Intelligent or juriſprudent Agents.

ſible Creature, more than any ather infe- 
rior Animal whateyer.:the.:Longue and 
Diſcourſe gives hin that -Preheminence, 
to make better gueſſes ax another's meaning 
and mind, and the compkexion of their 
Thoughts, than other Animals overt Air 
ons indicate. Without Converfation-{ S0- 
ciety is non-ſence, and ) the World wou'd 
not be like-it felf.z! 7 ict 1 1s 
Solomon, the grand 7uri/prudent; has long 
ago remarked' it, That infinite Wiſdom 
created 'one thing.to correſpond with: ako- 
ther ;andir was tolck us, inxio,firſt icPhra- 
diſe,thatit was not fit or good for Manta-be 
withont Society ; and tHereupon his Maker 
did-luperadd Ewe.for his campanion, oraflo- 
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ciate, that nothing might pretend to be In- 
dependent but himfſelt. Whence it follow 
neceſſarily, That anchoretick Do@rine an 
Diſcipline is quite out of doors, both hete-- 
rodox and immoral, as well as unnatural 
and ſelfiſh. Hence faid the ſame fage and 
authentick Author, That; two are better 
than one, for the ſake of rec Net Aids, 
as well ' as Enjoyments ; 'even Aﬀi&tion "is 
ſweetn'd by Society, much moreProſpeti- 
ty ; according to the true old Saying, © 
'  Solamen miſeris ſocios habuiſſe dolers. . 
And a Man is known and underſtood 
by his- Company that he frequents, when 
he is 'nqt by. his own Deporement. So is 
nn Swi £0: 
ſcitur ex tomite, Gui non cophoſcitur ex ſe. 
©By Company that Men do keep, 
h They' known to fuch as wiſely peep. 
Hetmitages, and Cells, and Solitudes, help 
much to qualifie a Man ( wicibas alterng ) 
by fits and turns for Converſation. So did 
our grand Exemplar Emanuel, often with- 
draw into Deſerts and other Receſles, but 
it was to recolle&t himſelf, with more ad- 
yahtage to appear upon the Stage, and to 
converſe with'the” Multitude , Publicans 
and Sinners, with whom we know he was 
{o frequent and familiar, as well as with 
Magiſtrates, and Perſons of better Quality, 
otherwhiles that he was by the high-minded 
Scribes and Phariſees, reproached _ = 
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Chatra&er of being a Friend of theirs of 
meaner.Extradt. . wk, 

© But .wholly to ſequeſter a man's felf 
from all mariner of Converſation abroad; 
as thoſe do that pretend to enter into Reli- 
100, { Which indeed is more properly ta- 
Fibers cir leaves of it) is altogether againſt 

E Principles of our Juriſprudent, and his 
Yractice- too, Both Extreams are odious 
afnd dangerous, Never to be out of a 
Crowd, and never to be out of a Cell, or 
Dormitory ;. and it's as mach to a man's 
own Edifhcation and Improvement as 0- 
thers, that he exert, impart, converſe, and 
communicate: Qui docer, diſcit ; Whoever 
teaches others, learns himſelf; but he that 
hides himſelf in a Hole, or buries his Ta- 
lent in a Napkin, is a Sot, and doth that 
which as a moral Agent is unaccountable. 
Scire tuum nibil eſt, - te [cire boe [ciat alter. 

*Tis to no purpole what you know, 
Unleſs ſome good with it you do. 

But we muſt be very cautelous and cir- 
cumſpe& ( on the other ſide ) what -ſort 
of Company we keep ; for as Converſati- 
oa generally is the quickeft, moſt natural 
and laudable way of Improvement, if well 
managed, fo. nothing is more pernicious 
than ill Company ; that's the Bane of moſt 
men, for want of Juriſprudence, or Judge- 
ment ; not but that a man by the help of 
( Lingua penna mentis muta ,) that ſilent 
tongue 
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tongue of the Mind, as a Pen is call'd, 
may render himſelf ſociable and converſa- 
ble, when he perhaps can't perſonally ap- 
=_ among Company , as it's - many a 
's caſe beſides my own, in ſuch caſes 
Mahomets will walk to the Mountain, 
where the Mountain can't «come to- them 
to converſe. Abrabam Cowly has well ob- 
ſerv'd, that an honeſt ode Intereſt 
in the Campaign or crouded Company, 
(which is worſe of the two Extreams than 
_ Solitude) muſt either make himſelf 
metimes appear like a Knave, or they 
make him a r like a Fool ; beſides he is 
in danger of feftion with them, or to be 
trodden down by them, wherefore this 
Extream of Converſation, is worſe than a 
&cluſion. It's a critical point therefore of 
Juriſpradence, to avoid the two forelaid 
Extreams ; the Society of, and hirmane 
Converſe with intelle&tual voluntary A- 
gents-(\uch as Angels and Men are, if we 
take them in purs netwrelibes, and not in a 
lapſed or degenerate Notion, as both of 
them may be) is the greateſt Dignity and 
Duty of Mankind ; rhe Furiffrademr Ga- 
maliel of all the Apoſtles, intimates h1s-O- 
pinion fully in the Point, where he exorts 
us ſtrenuouſly to Hoſpitality, and annexes 
that ſingular Motive to it, that ſome Folks 
have thereby accidentally converſed with- 
al, or giv'n Entertainment to Angel , = 
al 
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faith he, what e*'re you do, do not forget 
to communicate, or converſe liberally, tor 
ſach are excellent and highly acceptable to 
the moſt high, whereby appears plainly 
our Honour and our Duty. Who was more 
Sociable, Afﬀable, Hoſpitable and Gene- 
rous than the Lamb of God that takes a- 
way the Obliquities of Man ? The firſt 
Miracle that he ever wrought, was at a 
Wedding Feaſt, where ic appears the 
Gueſts cat and drank plentifully, which, 
together with his bleiſed Company, did 
much promote the Freedom and Benefit 
of their Society and Converſation ; a mo- 
roſe and, cynical Man no body minds or 
much regards, becauſe he is.of an Hetero- 
geneal Temper and Converſe, ſelf-affet- 
ed and ſingular, and that Converſation 
which is moſt Frank and Chearful, is a- 
boundantly more Ulſeful, moſt Healthy, 
moſt Innocent, and moſt Suedferadencil; 
and the contrary, when a Perſon is Cha- 
green and Melancholy, or (as we Phraſe 
it now adays) out of Humour. 

Much more Good or Harm is daily 
done by Converſation among Men, than 
by all the Speculation or Information, 0- 
therwiſe in any thing in the World, for 
the Impreſſions made by Diſcourſe or Ex- 
ample, are very much ſtronger than what 
is made by Precept, or Ini{tructions any 
other way ; and poflibly that may be'the 
reaſon, 
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reaſon for the Inſtitution of that great and 
ttanding Publick O:dinance of Preach- 
ing and Conference, and eſpecially of the 
Fundamental Article of a Furirudent's 
Faith, /. Chriftian Communion, or 
Church-fellowſhip ( as ſome phraſe it) for 
it's a very true Rule of the School-men's, 
Omne bonum, ed melins, quo communicabilus, 
What-ere is good 's communicable, 

And therefore the more Venerable. 

To which Rule poſſibly there's no ex- 
ception but one, and that is of a particu- 
lar Secret, and it's hard to ſay, whether 
more Profit or more Pleaſure be perceived 
by every ſuch Communicant, of what- 
ever good Notion and Action is imparted 
to another Body. 

So radical a thing is Society and Con- 
rerfation in all Senſitive as well as Intel- 
le&ual Agents, that the very Devils them- 
ſelves, and the worſt, and moſt degenerous 
parts of the Creation, delight to practiſe, 
according to that inftin& ------ Sev inter 
ſe cemvenit mr(us, The Beaſts of Prey are 
together Sociable as well gg Men and An- 
gels Naturally. . 

The Savage Bears ſo far agree, 

As to maintain Society. 

Nay (which is moſt Prodigious of all ) 
none generally are leſs Sociable and Con- 
rerſable than ſuch as ſhould be moſt ex- 
emplary herein , even the greateſt and 

H nicelt 
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niceſt Profeffors of Religion and Virtue 
themſalves. 

Yet are we fully of Opinion,that there's 
no better way in the World to propagate 
Furiſprudence, or any thing that is of kin Þl

Bur if no more were in it of motive 
than the Health of the Body , and the

{and of Snares and Temptations, that elſe 
will be ſure to put us at leaſt in exquiſite 
Jeopardy; it is well worth the while for a 
Furiſprudent, or Turiſimprudent to be con- 
cern'd with variety of Aion.
